Armeniana Bequire Farther Relief- 
The Porte's Vengeance on the 
Young Turkish Party. 

Suicide of the Marquis of Waterford— 
The Pope Becoming: Physically 
Weaker. 

London, Oot. 23. — Tho TImeB correspon- 
dent at Paris announces that Gustav Droz, 
tho painter and author, is dead. 

The Gazstte de Lauoanne says that al- 
though It is not true that tho Pope is dying 
ib lourns that his strength has rapidly do- 
olinod during tha last fow months. His on- 
tourage ia of tho opinion that lis will not 
survive tho winter, and ic ia addod that all 
his vltulity Boems to bo oentered in IiIb brain, 

Tho Marquis of Waterford has committod 
auioldo with a revolver at Curraghmoro. He 
haa been in failing health owing to an acci- 
dent to his spinn while hunting somo years 
ago. Lord Wm. Boreaford left London 
to night for Waterford. Lord Maroua Bor- 
eaford says that hla brother has suffored 
greatly from despondency. It is feared that 
his wife's health will bo Heriously affeotedas 
it la delicate. Lord Waterford underwent 
a surgical operation in 189-1 which afforded 
him great relief, but a aooond accident last 
June caused a roourrenoo of his trouble and 
aubjeoted him to great pain, 

The Chronlalo'a Constantinople corres- 
pondent saya : "A hundred Turks wore 
arrested on Saturday and thirty-eight Shof- 
taB and five students of tho military college 
on Monday. All are olosoly conneotod with 
the Young Turkey agitation. Tho outlook 
la serious." A diBpatoh from Constanti- 
nople, on Saturday told of a warning re- 
ceived by tho Britiah AmbvBaador, Sir 
Phillip Currio from an Armenian Bource, 
that there waB a plot by tho Young Turkey 
party to kill him and thua bring diagraoo 
upon the Armenian peoplo. 

A meeting waa hold to-day of the Ar- 
menian reliof fund committee for the pur- 
pose of raising £80,000 more. The Britiah 
ambassador at Conatautlnoplo hapi deoUred 
that this amount will be neoesBary to pro- 
nerve the Armenians from Btarving during 
tho winter. Tho Duke of Weatminater, 
who ia the ohairman, sxpresaod the commit- 
tee's moat hearty thanka for the handsome 
donations by tho oitizons of Now York. 

A Constantinople dispatch to tho Standard 
aaya : " Sinister stories ore afiout regard- 
ing tho vengeance wreaked on members of 
tho Young Turkish party. A leading Mus- 
sulman lawyer named Izzel (whose arreat 
wga reported some time since), waa tortured 
and died in the Yildlz prl8on on proof of 
corresponding with the party. There is 
another ; unconfirmed rumor that fifty 
loaders of thia party were arrested on Sat- 
urday and were anmmarlly tried and oxo- 
outea on a charge of excesses during 
the rooent Armenian riota. The young 
Turka continue vehement talk among them- 
solves, but ib is believed that tne Sultan's 
vigor haa nipped the agitation against the 
palace governmont. He further had his two 
brothers, Murad and Reshad, brought to 
Vildlz and kept there till matters have 
oolmed down." 



TURKISH REFORMS. 

The Grand Vlzler'a Schemes Ofllctally Communi- 
cated to Shakir Pasha. 

Constantinoi'LE, Oot. 23.— The Grand 
Vizier Kismll Pasha has oommunioated to 
Shakir Pasha a sohome for reforms to bo in- 
troduced in Erzoroum, BltliB, Van, Sivas, 
Mammuretulaz'z and Diarbekie. The high 
commissioner haa been instructed to main- 
tain a sorupulous watch over the exooution 
(ji tho reforma and report the roaulta by let- 
ter to Constantinople. Tho communication 
aleo defines in detail the fuutions of the high 
commissioner relative to tho amnesty to bo 
granted to political prisoners, and the return 
of Armenian emigrants and exiles. 

Disturbances of a serious nature aro re- 
ported from Karasun. Tho TurkB attacked 
tho Armenians Inhabiting tho village of Son- 
!ua, in the district of Mudania, and 24 per- 
sons were killed on both sides. 

The correspondent of the Times at Con- 
stantinople telegraphB to that paper : "The 
foreign ambaBBadors highly approve tho per- 
sonnel of tho commission of control whloh 
tho Grand Vlzior haa cliosonbut the Sultan, 
preferring elastic instruments, is Iikoly to 
disapproveof them. If thoArmenionreforms 
aro oxeouted in a proper spirit ib will greatly 
bonofib the empire. That thia ahould bo 
dono ia of vital importancs in view of tho 
impending Macedonian difficulty, which is 
far more monaclng than was tho Armenian." 

THE IRISH VOTE. 

Goldwln Smith on the Subserviency of United 
States PolItlcians-Tlie Sackvllle- 
WeBt Incident. 

London, Oot. 23.— Tho Timea this morn- 
ing publishes a lettor from Prof. Goldwin 
Smith, dated Toronto, Oot. 10, referring to 
tho Saokvillo West pamphlet. He says : 
" Tho Irish vote is the bmn of all Anglo- 
Saxon communities. In my intercourse of 
thirty years I havo not mot Americans who 
have not folb ashumod of this Bubaervionoy." 
He adds : " Whatever tho Americin poli- 
ticians arc, thoy are nob tho American peo- 
plo. Their nervouB fear of unpopularity 
Bomotlmes loads them astray. Had Presi- 
dent Cleveland mustered courage enough to 
treat the MurohiBon lettor with the spirit of 
a high-minded gentleman, ho would havo 
gainod more votot than ho lost. 

THE SEALING MONOPOLY. 

Suit of tho U. S. Against North American 
Commercial Company for Kent of 
Islands Postponed. 

New York, Oot, 23.— Tho caso of the 
United Sbatoa against the North American 
Commercial Company to recover $214,293, 
duo since April 1, 1895, on the contraot for 
the exclusive right of taking fur seals on the 
islands of St. Goorge and St. Paul in Alaska, 
was called for trial on Monday before Judge 
Laoombe in the Unltod Slates circuit ooart. 
Tho counsel for both sides claimed thab the 
cane (yaa ono of such magnitude and Import- 
ance that the trial could nob poasibly be 
completed during the present term of court, 
and consequently It was adjourned until 
next t«rm. j 



WINNIPEG WIRINGS. 

Poisoning: Case— Robs, M. P., to Resign His 
Seat-C. P. R. Wheat Purchases a 
Boon to Settlers. 

Winnipeg, Oot. 23 — (Special) — A young 
woman by tho name of Thompson was poi- 
soned yesterday on a farm north of Mooso- 
min. The brain and intestines of tho un- 
fortunate woman wore removed and will be 
sent to an analytioal ohemisb for examina- 
tion. In the meantime the inquest has boon 
adjourned. Tho woman has been living 
with hor brothers for some time. She was 
about to become a mother when she was 
poisoned. 

Tho Tribune publishes a dispatah from 
Ottawa Baying that A. W. Ross, M.P. for 
LiBgar, is to resign hia aoab at onoo. 

The plan adopted by tho C.P.R. land de- 
partment of taking wheat in payment for 
land ie working most satisfactorily, and 
scores of old contracts will bo settled In thia 
way. Tho company take wheat ab the 
highest price ab tho point of dolivery and 
Bhip it forward to Fort William for storage. 
Settlors who have purchased land from tho 
company aro apparently glad to be able to 
make thoir payments in wheat as they have 
such a quantity of it this year. The com- 
pany la very generous in ita polioy towards 
purchasers of land who get in arrears with 
thoir payments, especially when they are 
making efforts to improve their position, 
aod aB a consequence many had got hope- 
losaly behind with their payments. The 
proposal to take wheat in lieu of money 
seemed to fit the emergenoy exaotly, and 
many of those , long outstanding aeounts 
havo already been wiped off the oompany's 
books this fall, 



VENEZUELAN QUESTION. 



Minister Bayard Denounces U. S. Press 
Misrepresentations on tho 
Subject at Issue. 

Interview With the Biphop of British 
Gniana— Speedy Settlement 
Probable. 



London, Oot. 23.— The 0. S. . embassy 
this afternoon issued a statement regarding 
the despatches from Now York published by 
the London Times saying that U. S. Ambas- 
sador F. Bayard had bad an Interviow of an 
unpleasant nature with the Marquis of Sal- 
isbury on the Venezuelan question. U. S. 
officials here aaaert that Mr. Bayard haB had 
no communication, written or verbal, with 
tho British foreign office or from the Mar- 
quis of Salisbury which oould be olassed as 
unpleasanb or in any way justifying the 
statements oontalned in the Now York des- 
patch referred to. - 

The Times, the Graphic, tho Post and the 
Daily Nows again editorially protost against 
tho attitude of the Amerioan proas on the 
Venezuelan question. The Daily News, com- 
menting upon the Trinidad affair, says : 
"This question ia far more complicated and 
our rights are by no moans so clear. We are 
ignorant whether Lord Salisbury admits 
the Brazilian olaim or nob, but 
tho government appears to have acted In be- 
half of tho Brazilian Submarine Telegraph 
Co., whose directors include Lord Sackvllle 
Cecil, a near relative of Lord Salisbury, and 
Wm. St. John Broderick, under secretary 
of war. Ib would bo highly inexpedlonb to 
quarrel with Brazil for the sake of saving 
this company tho expense of cable laying." 

Southampton, Oot. 23 — The bishop of 
British Guiana arrived here to-day.on board 
the steamship Orinooo from Georgetown. In 
an interview regarding tho disputo between 
Groat Britain and Venezuela he said there 
was tho strongest feeling among the colonists 
that Great Britain should maintain 
hor position assumed towards thoSchomborg 
line. Regarding the possibility of interven- 
tion upon tho part United States, the bishop 
said that although the colonists do not look 
for U. S. assistance, yot a certain aoction of 
thorn aeom to feel thab tho United States 
have more sympathy for British Guiana 
thuu England has. Therefore, oontinuod 
the bishop, it was a matter for congratula- 
tion that tho Marquis of Soliabury had de- 
manded reparation for tho Uruan affair. 



NEWFOUNDLAND SMUGGLING. 

Death Blow Supposed to Have Been Struck to 
the Charges-The Trouble In the 
Government. 

St. Johns, Nfld., Oct. 23 — (3peoial.)— A 
doath blow was given to the smuggling cases 
to-day by the dofonco raising a legal obBtacle 
olaiming that the law doss nob oovor tho 
oaaoB aB arraignod and procuring a writ of 
prohibition from the Supreme court, re- 
straining tho magistrate from continuing tho 
casoB until tho issue is argued bofore that 
body. Tho argument takeB place on Satur- 
day. 

Tho trouble in the govornmont continues. 
Members aro denounoingoaehother through- 
out the city. Another now office haB been 
croatod, contrary to the promises of tho 
government. 

A largo quantity of the goods saved from 
tho wrookod steamer Mariposa was shipped 
to Livorpool by the steamer Barcelona to- 
day. 

Chinoso rainmakers dross a dog in comic 
abtiro and carry Ib through tho streeta, in 
bho belief that tho laughter exoitod will 
causo a pleasant frame of mind among tho 
gods and induce them to end a drought.

23 —The conference to ar- 
range tho details of tho proposed arbitration 
to aaaoaa the Behring Boa seizure damages 
will meet in Washington next wook. Al- 
though it has not been definitely settled, It 
ia oxpectod that Sir Maokenzlo Bowoll, Hon. 
Mr. Costigan and Sir C. H. Tuppor will 
constitute tho Canadian representatives at 
the conf jronco, As Btated somo timo ago, 
tho proposal Is that there should only be two 
arbitrators, ono for Groat Britain and the 
other for tho United States. It is expeo;ed 
that a British Columbia judge will be re- 
commended to tho homo government as the 
British representative. 

Mr. Grant, representing the British cor- 
dite company, is hero urging tho govern- 
ment to adopt smokeless powdor for the 
Canadian service. It is not, howevor, likely 
that the request will be acceded to. 

Tho impnrtanoo of the present discussion 
in regard to bho Canadian oopyrighb act will 
bo realized by the faot that tho governments 
of tho United States, France and Belgium, 
have asked their representatives in this 
oountry to report upon tho probablo effect 
of the aobon the oopyrighb privileges of the 
authors of thoso countries. 

Tho Marine and Fisheries Department is 
advised that seven million salmon egga have 
been secured for the purpose of hatching out 
at the FraBer river hatchery.

MoDonnell, being a North of Ireland Pro- 
testant. Some years since an understand- 
ing was arrived at between the French- 
Canadian element, tho Irish Catholics and 
the English Protostants, for the sake of se- 
curing their proper representation nationally 
and religiously, that Montreal Centre bo con- 
Bideredasanlrish Catholic constituonoy. Mr. 
McDonnell, however, contrived to secure 
the nomination as the candidate o! the Tail- 
Ion govornmont, which in cousequeooe has 
met with a reverse. 

ilotrl Burned— One Lire Lost, 

Hamilton, Oct. 23. — The Quoon's hotel, 
a frame structure, has been burned. An- 
thony Koch, the proprietor of tho hotel, 
was smothered to death while attempting to 
reacue his three children from tho burning 
building.

KINGSTON'S otACDONALD MONU- 
MEN P. 

Uuvelled by Premier Sir Mackenzie Bowell— 
The Old Chieftain's Memory Enthu- 
siastically Honored. 

Kingston, Oot. 23.— (Spsoial)— The Sir 
John Macdonald memorial was unveilou this 
afternoon. The statue stands at tho en- 
tranoo of tho park. Twelve hundred sohool 
children oocupled aoat8 on the platform. 
With ono gentle tug at tho bunting Sir 
Maokenzlo Bowell uncovered tho bronzj 
monument. Cheers and applauso followed. 
Immediately tho old flag was run up on the 
grand stuff in Macdonald Park, ono hundred 
yarda dlatant on the Lake ahoro. Tho firat 
addrosB waa mado by Sir Maokenzio Bowoll, 
whose remarks wore moat appropriate and 
appreciative of his old lender and colloague. 
The chorus " The Maple Loaf Forevor," was 
sung by tho children and thon Hon. Dr.

London, Oot. 23.— The Times has an edi- 
torial this morning ou the Bituation in the 
Far East. It oxprossos tho opiuion that 
Japan might not bo reluctant tc escape diffi- 
cnltlea by placing Koroa under a. colloctivo 
guarantee of the powerB. " If that were 
done," says the Times, "a groat source of 
possiblo danger would be romoverl. This 
solution ought not to bo beyond tho roach of 
diplomacy." 

Si. Petersburg. Oot. 23.— lb is loomed 
from a good sourco that Japan haa decided 
to evacuate Koroa in order to avoid compli- 
cations and in order to enublo tho govern- 
ment to concentrate its energies upon tho 
subjugation of FormoBa.. 

Seoul, Ojc. 23.— The Tai Won Kun, tho 
king's father, who is wielding tho supreme 
power, is still imprisoning those whom he 
believcB to be his enemies. Tho king, whoso 
authority is completely overshadowed, is in 
fear of his life, and the representatives here 
of foreign powers havo boon asked to uuice 
in affording him protection. 

Nkw York, Oct. 23. — A cable from Foo- 
chow to the World says: The consular 
commission has completed iti work, and 
will leave Kunheng on Thursday. It ia ex- 
pected that four tnoro loadors will bo exe- 
cuted, and that this will end the ir Miction 
of capital Dunishniont at this time. All tho 
prisoners hereafter will be brought to Foo- 
chow for trial, and those who are found 
guilty of having tuken part in the disorders 
at Hwusong will sutler bauishment. Quiet 
has boen restored throughout tho province. 
Tho missionaries have a^a'n begun to visit 
the missionary stations in tho interior. 

Hongkong, Oct. 23. — The Black Flag 
chieftain, who has been holding Taiwanfu, 
the Chinese capital of Formosa, against the 
Japanese, has fled. It 1b expootod that his 
followers will now lay down their arms. 
The Japanese probibly occupy Anping to- 
day. 

Vladivostock, Oot. 23.— The Japanese 
ports of Shimonoseki, Kokokaichi, Tokyo, 
Sendaa, Aomori and Otarunai will shortly 
bo opened to international trade.

KIRKLAND'S RECALL. 

Mb Offence Consisted In Congratulating 
President Faure and in Uncomplimentary 
Riraurks Regarding Missionaries, Etc. 

Washington, Oct. 23 —Rear Admiral 
Kirkland's recall aroBe from hie congratulat- 
ing President Faure, of France, on his elec- 
tion, which Secretary Herbert thought Im 
proper and unnecessary ; from making un 
complimentary remarks about American 
missionaries in Syria and Armenia ; from an 
alleged insult to a naval chaplain at the Kiel 
festivities, and charges of general indisore- 
tion in commenting on persons and affairs. 
Admiral Kirkland has sailed from Gibraltar 
for Algiers in his fl igship, tho San Francisco. 
The announcement that Admiral Kirkland 
had been detached created a sensation in 
naval circles. It is expeoted thit he will 
apply to bo plaoed on the retired list. 

For some time it has been rumored that 
Secretary Herbert was not pleased with 
the oonduct of the admiral. Seorotary Her- 
bert eonstrued Admiral Kirkland's letter of 
congratulation to President Faure, of France, 
as entirely wrong, holding that the official 
position of the admiral representing the 
dignity of the Unitod States navy in Euro- 
pean waters, precluded him from making 
any comment whatever with referenoe to 
French politics, and sent a letter of repri- 
mand. Tho admiral appealed to the Presi- 
dent to overrule Socretary Herbert's stric- 
tures on his conduct, claiming that ho had 
known President Faure personally, and he 
hid not yet congratulated him in a capacity 
other than an individual, not as an officer of 
the United States navy. Tho aotion of the 
President ia not known, but tho dotachment 
of tho admiral indicates that Mr. Cleveland 
sustained tho stctotary's ruling. 

Admiral Kirkland next came into public 
noticB through a newspaper interview in 
which ho made somewhat insulting com- 
ments on the character of American mission- 
aries in Syria, whither ho had boen sent to 
give them protection during tho Armenian 
troubles. A protest from religious organi- 
zations in Boston waa aent to the navy do- 
pirtniont. Following this aeoond cause of 
dissatisfaction came a complaint from a 
chaplain in tho navy that the admiral had 
insulted him before a numbor of officers dur- 
ing the foBtivitiea at tho opening of the Kiel 
canal, where Admiral Kirkland wai in com- 
mand of the Unitod States flsot. It was 
alleged by tho chaplain that while standing 
with Admiral Kirkland and a group of other 
officers on the quarter dock of the fl igship 
San Francit c >, tho commandant turned to 
the chaplain and ordered him bolow in a 
bruEquo if not inaulting manner becauso he 
was not attired in full dross uniform. The 
chaplain, in his letter to che navy depart- 
ment, made plain that tho chaplains have 
only ono regulation uniform, which servod 
for ail occasions, and ho therefore believed 
hlmsolf vory badly used.- It is said that 
Secretary Horhort sided with tho chaplain 
In his complaint, but it in not known 
whether he took oflicial tction upon it. 
Other roporta roachod the navy department 
of a morn personal nature, and after making 
a thorough inquiry and consulting the Pios- 
ldent, Admiral Kirkland waB recalled.

Orbett AnnonnceB That He Has Fought Ills 
Last Fight— Fitzilmmona Anxious to 
Meet tho Champion. 

Cuicago, Oct. 23.— Tho Tribune's Hot 
SpringB Bpocial saya : " I havo fought my 
last fight. I hereby unnounco that I havo 
retirod from tho ring and will give tho 
championship belt to the winner of tho 
Mahor-O'Donnell fight." This unexpooted 
announcomont was made this evoning in the 
rotunda of tho Arlington hotel by James 
J. Corbott, a short timo aftor indulging in a 
stormy interview with Martin Julian. The 
ohampion had just partaken of a hearty 
dinner, and had a cigar in his hand, and, 
turning to a friend at his elbow, remarked : 
" I havo quit training and hero goeo my 
first smoke." So saying, be lighted his cigar 
and leisurely piaffed at it. 

" I will leave hero to morrow morning 
with my party for St. Louis. I have lost 
four months In training, and allowing my- 
self to be dragged from point to point. I 
am satisfied now that this man Fltzsimmons 
does not want to fight, and will not bs hero 
to moot me.

BRAZILIAN MONAR.fJHJ.AL MOVE- 
MENT. 

Discredited In London Because tho Proposed 
Emperor is a Lunatic. 

Rio dk Janeiro, Oct. 23 — It is currently 
reported here that the heretofore seoret 
movomont which is said to have boon going 
on in favor of tho restoration of tho mon- 
archy undor Prince Plerro of Saxo-Cobourg, 
Is assuming larger proportion. The agita- 
tors are reported to have become omboldened 
by buccobs and to bo attracting adherents by 
openly advocating tho candidacy of the 
Princo. The latter is a son of Prinoe Louis 
Auguste of Saxo Cobourg, and Princess Leo- 
poldino of Brazil. He was born in Rio de 
Janeiro in 1HGG An official of tho Brazilian 
embassy in London Bays that Prince Pierre 
of Saxo-Cobourg is in a lunatic fttylum in 
Austria, and that there is no foundation for 
tho roport of any movement in Brazil in 
favor of the restoration of the monarchy. In 
regard to the dispute botwoen Groat Britain 
and Brazil on the subject of tho island of 
Trinidad, the Brazilian offioials say that no 
action is expected before tho next cabinet 
council at Rio de Janeiro.

THE JAPANESE EXPERIMENT. 

Constitutional government is still on trial 
in Japan, It ia not yet quite five yoara 
since thejapaneao began tho experiment of 
working representative institutions. Before 
1890 their government was " despotism tem- 
pered by assassination." The change from 
deapotio rule to governnient by tho people, 
fcr the people is very great and it 18 moat in- 
teresting to obsorvo how a people accustomed 
from tlmo immemorial to the rule of an abso- 
lute monarch manage to govern themselvea 
in what wo of the VVeat consider tho consti- 
tutional way. The Japanese constitution 
oamo into operation in November 1890. Since 
then thoy have had three dissolutions 
and four parliaments. The reader may in- 
fer from thia that during the last four yoara 
the Japanaae have had politically a pretty 
lively time. It soetns that thoy have taken 
to popular self-government aa ducks take to 
water. Tho wholo machinery of constitu- 
tional govornment from a cabinet to a pub- 
lio meeting is in full blast in Japan, and 
those who take part in politics, from the 
cabinet miniater to the free and independent 
eleotor, appear to ba well versed in political 
methods and devluaB. The Japanese have 
developed a talent for opposition. Tho pol- 
itician in Japan, whether he is a member of 
parliament or a mere olector, appears to bo 
in his element when he is " agin 
the Government." In the Diet 
the Opposition la atrong, stubborn and full 
of fight, and in public meotinga in whloh 
the affaire of atato are auppoBed to be dia- 
ouaBod tho aid of policemen is often required 
to keep the liveliness of tho audlonoe within 
bounds. 

The Constitution of Japan has some pecu- 
liarities. The Cabinet, to begin with, is 
independent of Parliament, or, as it is oallod, 
the Diet. The ministers are responsible to 
the sovereign alone. The ministry, there- 
fore, has not tho fear of votes of want of 
confidence before its eyes. It oan carry out 
ita policy although a howliDg majority of tho 
Houao may bo in opposition to its measures. 
The fact that there are articles in the 
Constitution which mako tho Govern- 
ment in many mattera to a considerable 
extonb independent of tho representatives of 
tho poople oompllcatoa mattera considerably 
and cauaea parliamentary government in 
Japan to be both difficult and stormy. JuBt 
Imagine what a fino timo the Government of 
this Dominion would have if, whon Parlia- 
liamout for somo roason or other, or for no 
reason at all, refused to vote tho supplies 
tho Governmont could " carry out tho Bud- 
got of the preceding year." How tho Op- 
position would ravo and gnaah thoir tooth 
when, after they had flattered themselves 
thoy had driven the Government into a 
corner, If the Governor-Genoral somo fino 
morning, boforo the Bupplies wore voted, 
oould come down and quiotly pro- 
rogue Parliament without putting 
tho Government to tho slightest 
inoonveuionco, for tho Budget of tho pro- 
coding yoar would onablo thorn to raiBo a 
rovenuo and to go on aa if nothing had Imp- 
ponod, The Opposition in Japan havo boon 
placed in thiB tantalizing position moro than 
onco. 

Thero is another article in tho Constitu- 
tion of Japan which also gooB far to moke 
tho Government indopondont of tho Diet. 
It is aa followa : 

ThoBO already fixed expondituroa basod by 
tho Conatitution upon tho powers appertain- 
ing to tho Emporor, and such expondituroa 
us may havo arison by the oOfeot of law , 
or that apportain to tho legal obllgationa of 
tho Governmont, shall bo noibhor rojootod nor 
roduood by tho Imporial Dlob without the 
conourroDce of tho Government. 

Thia provision of tho Conatitution takea 
out of tho power of tho represontativo of tho 
poopla at ono foil awoop at Ioaat throo- 
f&urthB of tho rovonuo — that Is, oub of a 
rovenuo of §80,000,000 tho Constitution 
takeB ?GO,000,000 aa fixed oxpondituro. 
Those two provisions of tho Constitution 



make lb eaBy to understand bow lb is that 
deadlocka havo been bo frequent in the 
Japanese Diet, and that thero have been 
throe dissolutions in four yoara. 

Tho Diet ia composed of two chambers, an 
Upper Houbo and a Lower House. The 
Uppor House . ia composed of nobles- 
There are In it ton princes of the 
blood, tan dukea and twenty one mar- 
quiaeB who hold hereditary placBS. There 
are 140 noblea in the Upper House. " In ad : 
dition to thoao, the fifteen highest taxpay- 
ers of the forty-five prefectures of tho Em- 
pire elect one of their number to repreaent 
them in tho Poera for Beven years. Ab it la 
a rule that the Emperor may nominate life 
members equal in number to tho noblea, 
minus tho forty-five taxpayers' representa- 
tives, it follows that thero will be 101 Im- 
perial nominees to make up the whole tale 
of the membership to 292." 

The Lower House is composed of 300 
mombors, oleotod by a half a million voters. 
Thoro is no Buch thing as univer- 
sal suffrage in Japan. Each elec- 
tor must pay direct annua! taxes 
to tho amount of 15 yen, and ho must bo 
able to write hiaown namo on the ballot pa- 
per and the name of the oaDclidato for whom 
he votes. The members are paid an indem- 
nity of 800 yon a year. 

It was expected that tho Lower Houso 
would contain by far tho greater part of the 
buaineas talent of the Diet. Bub this haa 
been proved to bo a mlatako, Tho Uppor 
Houso ia muoh tho auporior in ability, and 
it is more workablo than the Lower 
Houso. A considerable proportion of the 
Lowor Houso consista of " brlifloBB barria- 
tora, Government clerka drawing 20 yon por 
month, and a whole crop of neody adventur- 
era." Tho proceodinga of tho Houao aro do- 
scribed as not being at all dignified. The 
amenities of debato aro disregarded and 
biokorlngs and wranglings aro only too fro- 
quonb. 

Immediately previouB to the declaration 
of war with China matters had come to a 
pretty bad paaB in tho Japanese Parliament. 
Donnybrook Fair Bcenea wore frequent and 
tho House was found by the Governmont to 
be quite unmanageable. But no sooner was 
war declared than the representatives of tho 
people stood shoulder to Dhoulder and man- 
fully supported tho Government, cheerfully 
voting it all the money it required to oarry 
on the war. Count Ito, the Prime 
Minister, was then tho mosb popu- 
lar man in Japan. Bub since 
the country wae foroed to give up the moBt 
valuable fruits of Ita victories tho poople are 
oxasporated. Count Ito is obliged to boar 
all the blame of what they consider a dis- 
graceful treaty — it ia said undeservedly. It 
is expected that when tho Dlot meota again 
thoro will be wiga on the green. " The 
OppoBition parties," eaya A Resident in the 
Contemporary Review, " are again aotive 
trying to fomonb an anti-Govornment agi- 
tation, In which attempts thoy are met with 
the severest represaion. Thoir journals 
havo been suspended, not on scores but on 
hundreds of occasions ; while tbeir orators 
at attempted pollbioal meetingB have boon 
ruthloBsly gagged and thoir prominent mem- 
bers dogged and followed into the privacy 
of their own homes by the police.'-

Wilfrid Laurier. 

Everyone who reads Mr. Laurier's ac- 
cusation knows well that ho did not mean 
that all poraona who are BontODCfd to im- 
prisonment suffer in health, and that they 
deserve as well to ba liberated as did Messrs. 
McGieevy and Connolly. The idea ho 
tried to convey was a very differont one. 
Bub if Sir C. H. Tupper expected to get a 
direct and a truthful answer from Mr. 
Lnurior ho must have boen disappointed. 
It is nob likely, however, that ho had any 
such expectation.

Mr. Lauriar was, when apoakiog at a 
plaoo in Ontario called Morrlokvillo, 
so desirous to make capital for 
himself and hia party aa to Blander 
a dead statesman whoao charaoter 
was without a stain, and who in ability was 
far and away his superior. Ho aaid in effect 
that bhore were convicta in bhe jiilB of Mon- 
treal and Toronto who havo juat aa good 
reason to rogain their freedom as had Messrs 
McGroevy and Connolly. Tho miniater who 
ordeied tho release of those men was Sir 
John Thompson. Anyone who knows what 
kind of man tho late MSniBtor of Justico waa 
need nob bo told that he would 
not on any oonBidoration, either politi- 
cal or mercenary, intorfero with tho 
courao of justice. Yot Mr. Laurior a 
great deal more than insinuated that the 
Miniator of Justice was actuated by an un- 
worthy motive whon ho consented to the 
liberation of McGreovy and Connolly. If 
this ia nob a Blander, and a slandor too of the 
honored dead, ib is hard to Bay what oonsti- 
tuteo a Blandor. 

But Mr. Laurier did what some peoplo 
considor worao that a crimo when he alou- 
dorod Sir John Thompson in thia way— ho 
committed a blunder. For thopreaent Min 
iater of Justice as Boon us ho road tho pas- 
sago of the speech in which tho calumny 
occurs immediately tolographod to tho 
Loader of tho Opposition tho following in. 
qulry : 

Ottawa, Oct. l(i. 
To Bon. Wilfrid Laurier, Delia, Out : 

You aieroportod in tho Mail and Empire 
of the 15 oh inob. to havo atated at Merrick- 
vllloua follows : "Thero wero convicts in 
tho jails of Montreal and Toronto, ho aald, 
apeaking of the liboration of Meaara. Mo- 
Groovy and Connolly, who had juab aa good 
a reason to rogain thoir freedom. Tho gov- 
ernment would not intorfero in tho intoresta 
of tho former, however, booauso they had 
not sinnod on bohalfof the Conservative ad- 
minlatration." I need not remind you aa a 
counaol of lone etanding, and a privy oouu- 
ollor as well, that this statement directly 
concerns tho cilice of minister of justice I 
beg of you, theroforo, in justico to my de- 
partment, to favor mo promptly with tho 
namos of tho prisoners to whom you refor. 
Nob a singlo case of thn kind haa boon re- 
ported to mo, or brought under my nntloo.

A REPTILE PRESS. 

Tho way In whtah many American news- 
papers ravo about tho dlsputo botween Great 
Britain and Venezuela must be surprising to 
any United Stato3 oitiz'jn who makes the 
leaat pretonBion to fairneas or even intelli- 
gence. Without entering into oven the 
mosb superficial inquiry into tho merits of 
that dlaputo they unqualifiedly condemn 
Great Britain and bitterly reproach their 
\ o wn Government for nob Interfering on bo- 
i half of the Venezuelans. This ia how tho 
Commercial Advortisor of Now York, which 
ought to bo Ik respoctablo papor, attempts to 
Btir up strifo bobwoon Groat Britain and tho 
United Statoa : 

The country haa boon patient to tho verge 
of ignominy in the face of poraietont and sys- 
tematic British aggroBBiona in Vouezuola. If 
the Herald's ditpatoh ia corroot — and the 
course of British officials in South America 
makos its accuracy highly probablo— tho 
time has como when not merely tho sov- 
ereignty but the independence of Veucsuola 
la at stake. If tho Monroo Doctrino ia to 
be malntalued aa a cardinal principlo of 
American diplomacy, thia diroot attack on 
a vvoak South American republic ia a slap in 
tho faoo for tho United Statoa. For eovonty 
years we havo boon proclaiming that tho ex 
tonaion of European aoverelgnty in the 
WeBtorn Hemisphere would bo considered 
an uot of hostility to tho American Govern- 
ment. Wo aro now challenged to mako our 
words good, or confess before tho world that 
we are a nation of cowurds and prevarica- 
tors, whoae profoBBione of policy ore empty 
Bound, and whoao rightful interests on the 
South American continont are at the mercy 
of British arrogance and rapacity. 

Ib Is no wondor thab bhe Now York Post 
stigmatizes papers of this olass as blather- 
skites. What ciuse havo the peoplo of the 
United States to exercise " patience " with 
respect to the boundary dispute between a 
South Aniorican Republic and Groat Britain V 
What business is ib of theirs ? What can 
bo more foolish or more unprincipled than to 
speak of British " aggression " and British 
"rapacity" without having taken the 
trouble to find out whether or not Groat 
Britain is rapacious or haa encroached upon 
the righto of Venezuela. If this abuse is 
indulged in and this tono adopted to sell 
papers or to get votes for the Republican 
party, no languago oan be sufficiently strong 
to denounce auoh meannesa and want of 
prinoiplo. Wo are glad to aoe that Mr. 
Chamberlain ia pursuing the course he con- 
siders righb in this matter, porfeotly regard- 
less of the howllngs and tho hissings of the 
reptile preBS of tho United Statea.

Yesterday the layiog of conorote on tho 
main dam of the waterworks improvements 
at Beaver lake commenced, and to mako as 
much progress as possible before tho wet 
weather Bets In nighb work will be started. 
There are about a hundred men employed, 
and It is expected that Messrs. Walkloy, 
King & Casey will have their contruob com- 
ploted well within their time limit, which 
expires In January. The excavating of the 
reservoir, which when finished will be :i00 
faob long by 230 foob wide, ia well advanced, 
men being engaged in forming the alope of 
the aidea. NtX'jbo the reservoir come the 
three filter beds, eaoh 100 feet long and SO 
foot wido, within any ono of whioh all the 
old filter beds could oasily bo placed with 
room to spare. Eaoh ons of the filters has 
a capacity of a million gallons a day and 
tho reservoir will hold six million gallons, 
or more than two days' supply. 

Mr. G. E. Jorgensen, tho engineer in 
charge, who also designed tho plana for tho 
improvements, haa provided for a syBtem of 
valvea by whioh to repulato the (low of wa- 
ter through tho filtor b 'dp, and it will be 
poBBlble to use each filtor bed separately 
in case ib is decired to oloan one or ropalr it. 
Tno water will bo filtered through sand and 
gravel placed over broken stone— with per 
foratod pipea runnirg along the bottom to re 
ceivo the pure water and aonvey It to the 
ducts, 

From the reservoir a 24 Inch outlet pipe 
will oonduob the water to the 16 and 12-Inch 
mains, and instead of thoBe mains boing 
separated, as at present, tho 12 Inch main 
will bo moved .into the samo trench as tho 
10-inch ono at the reservoir. Valvea at tho 
outlet will enable the wator to bo taken out 
of the reservoir at either high or low IovcIb, 
ao that in hob weather Ib will be possible to 
aupply the wator at a lower, 
and bhoreforo cooler level, than if 
ib came from near tho surface. 
The main dam, which will be 30 feet high, 
12 feeb wido at bhe bottom and 5 feet wide 
at tbo top, ia placed at some distance from 
bho cofferdam, and tho original incention waa 
to take down tho coffsrdam when the Im- 
provements were completed. Mr. Jorgen- 
sen, however, has recommended to the coun- 
cil that, InBtead, tbe deep space between 
tho permanent dam ana coffordum be utilized 
for a Battling baain, whioh oould be done by 
utilizing two sides already built, building a 
third side and filling in somewhat behind 
the oofferdam. ThlB would give a 
basin 250 foob long by 175 feot broad, and 
would allow the lake water to settle before 
being taken into the filter beds and avoid bo 
much sedimonb being deposited in tho filters. 

The mud from the rosorvoir excavation ia 
being drawn off by moans of an eight Itch 
suotion pump with a six inch discharge. 
The mud ia oonveyed through a flume and 
has been utilized for levelling up tho land 
around the sides of the worka and is now 
boiDg laid over tho fields of aomo farmera in 
the violnity ab their requeat aa a bop dress- 
ing. Mr. Jorgenaen abated that no mud la 
being run Into the ColquKz river now, that 
boiDg etopped aome time ago. 

A ditch above the main dam haa boen dug 
to tako out water direct to bhe maina in case 
of emergoncy. 

Mr. Jorgenaen says ho has been taking 
observations in regard to tho supply of water 
to bo obtained from the watershed, and bo- 
lioveB that the lake reooiveB part of its aup- 
ply from subterranean feedera not hitherto 
taken into acoounb. 

A level einbankmonb thirty feeb wide wiil 
surround the reaorvolr and filter bods, the 
area oovered altogether being six aores.

would purohaso supplies wherovcr he had 
mind to, and like tho bad boy oonaludo by 
saying that I would never do It ugaiD 
would bo contemptible and cowardly, I 
muat accept tho good-naturod remarks of 
that gentleman.

It waa the duty of tho firo wardens to 
look into tho mattor after being notified at 
the propor time, and wronga righted with- 
out anyone boing tho wiser, and if Aid, 
Wilson, as ohairman of the committee, 
would examino into the workings of tho 
department, instoad of aating ae flunkey to 
the Chief, it would bo hotter for tho city 
aud his own reputation.

To the Editok:— Is it a departmental 
rule or ia it a local idiosynoraoy that com- 
pela the olerks in a government offico to 
work from 8 o'olook in the morning until 
7:30 at night and refuses to allow them oven 
an honr in the middle of the day ? Ib this 
peonllar to tho post offioe In Viotorla, or ia 
It general throughout tho province 1 Par- 
haps the reply may be made that not all the 
elerks in the Victoria office are in suoh case 
—only a few. Perhaps it may be urged that 
the olerkB thua troated are only women, and 
that the houra of the men are leas onerous, 
and that in their case an hour is given for a 
midday meal. Such, no doubt, are the 
facto, but they would merely accentuate the 
injustice wore they urged aa an excuae. 
There ia no roason why a female clerk 
should be treated with leas consideration 
than a male, 

Many people would bo inclined to trans- 
pose the conditions wero they necessary at 
all, and it is almost certain that the mem- 
bers for Victoria cannot bo aware of that to 
whioh I allude, for on representation by 
them at Ottawa a ohange would be mado. 
In a city where any attempb to lengthen the 
working day Is Btrenuouely resisted one 
hardly expects to find the government In- 
sisting on eleven and a half houra without 
even a mid-day break. It ia true that It is 
only in the oase of women, but would thoee 
membors of parliament, postmasters and 
poBtmaater-generala who ordain or approve 
this task-driving oire to seo their own 
danghtera thus driven ? 

Do tho citizena of Viotoria approve it ? 
Probably they. do not know it. It waa by 
accident I learned it, and knowing some- 
thing of governments and the way in which 
they frown upon those who make their com- 
plaints public, ! thought that here, aa else- 
where in Canada, the coluranB of tho press 
were the proper medium to ventilate a mat- 
ter of which the sufferers are probably too 
timid to speak, and whioh has apparontly 
escaped the notice of the representatives of 
the ally. Tuavkllkk. 

DDKRANT'S TRIAL. 

Kullnj: That Miss Cunningham Could Not Be 
Questioned as to the Supposed 
All Important Letter. 

San Fkancisco, Oct. 23. — Attorney Dou- 
prey was not well enough to appear in court 
this morniDg. It ia expected that he will 
be able to resume work in two or threo 
days. 

Dr. Gilbert F. Graham waB recalled for 
fnrthor examination but waa soon with- 
drawn, and MiaB Carrie Cunningham, nowe- 
paper reporter, web called. She testified 
that on August 18 Durrani told her that 
while he waa repairing tho aun burners ho 
looked through a crack in tho wall and eaw 
Blanche Lamont on tho aecond landing of 
the belfry. An effort waa then mado to 
obtain light on tho atatemont aaid to havo 
been written by Durrant to hia attorneys 
" To be opened If I should be convicted, 
and to bo returned if I am acquitted." 

Diatrlct Attorney Barnea intimated a 
week ago that Durrant had Bhown MlesCun 
ningham an onvolope bearing auch an in- 
scription, but tho court ruled tho question 
waa Improper, and tho mattor was dropped 
Miss Cunningham waa then temporarily ex 
ousod and Dr. Mayi waa oalled to rebut the 
testimony of tho precoding witnesses on the 
subject of hallucinations of womon and the 
effects of gaa. 

In order to discredit tho testimony of W. 
J. Phillips, who aaid ho aaw Durrant outer 
the pawnbroker's shop on April 12, he wus 
recalled and atked about tho character of e 
hotel that ho formerly conducted at Vic 
torla, B C, but tho questions failed to show 
that ho was ever ongaged in any business 
that waa not respectable. 

From tho present outlook tho caao will go 
to tho jury not later than tho close of next 
week, after having been on trial sinco 
July 22. 

It is oxpeotod that Assistant District 
Attorney Peixoto will opon for tho prosecu 
tlon, and will be followed by Attornoy 
Dickinson or Judge Thompson for the do 
fence. Dlstriob Attornoy Barnes will make 
the cloalng argument for tho prosecution.

PRIVATE BILLS, 



TO avoid misapprehension on tho part of 
persons who propose to introduco Privato 
Bills at tho next scseion ol the Logielature, tho 
Speakor has directed tho publication of tho 
following ruling, which explains tho distinct' 
lvo character of such measures: 

Every Bill for tho pai ticular interes; or ben- 
efit of any person or persons is treated in Par- 
liament as a Privato Bill. Whether It bo for 
tho interest of an individual, a public company 
or corporation, a city or municipality, or othor 
locality, it is equally distinguished from a 
moaauro of public policy, In which tho wholo 
community aro interested; and this distinc- 
tion is marked by tho solicitation of Privato 
Bills by tho parties themaolves whoao interests 
aro concorned. By tho standing ordorsof tho 
Honao all Privato Bills, or Bills to amend the 
aamo, are required to bo brought in upon poti 
Hon, and tho payment of fees by tho promoters 
is an indispcnsablo condition to thoir progress. 
Public Bills to amend Privato Bills can bo in- 
troduced by a momber of tho Government, but 
not by a privato member.

Tho till conquering bicycle has in- 
vaded Japan, and is now a familiar 
sight iu tho land of tho jinrikisha.

The government lias 
equipped many of its postmen with 
roadsters, especially thoso who deliver 
mail in tho suburbs or iu tho country 
districts. In each brigade a bicycle 
corps has been formed, which is daily 
drilled in about tho samo stylo as simi- 
lar organizations in tho armies of Eu- 
rope. 

The Japanese pooplo themselves still 
regard tho wheel as a great curiosity, 
but aro beginning to both master and 
manufacture it. At one or two places 
Japanese girls hnvo learned to rido tho 
wheel, ami thoso who havo seon thorn 
pronounce it tho funniest thing imagina- 
ble. A lady in Nagasaki writes to me : 
"A Japanese girl in our neighborhood 
has astonished her people by appoaring 
on a 'safety. 1 Her costume was extraor- 
dinary, consisting of tho native kamona 
or dress and a pair of nondescript gar- 
ments, which aro not Imickorbookors, 
trousers, zouaves or bloontors. Tho lu- 
dicrous offect is heightened by tho girl 
having the national habit of turning tho 
toes iu developed to its largest oxtent. 
All that you seo when sho passes you is 
a pair of round and pretty heels wab- 
bling in an uncertain manner and a lit- 
tle body coiled up that makes you think 
of n gay littlo monkey on top of a pole. 
Japanese girls tiro funny enough, but on 
a bicycle they are simply excruciat ing. "

Ill spite of tho fact that Miss Grace 
Chisholm received tho degree of doctor 
of philosophy from Gottiugen univer- 
sity the position of women at that insti- 
tution of learning is by no means as- 
sured. Some members of the faculty 
still sternly resist tho claims of women 
to be educated and rofuso to lecture to 
thorn. Even tho more advanced of them 
think that women should bo admitted 
to the university with much more dis- 
crimination than is the case with men. 

Candidates for admission havo an awo 
inspiring amount of red tape to unroll 
before they have tho right to apply for 
degrees. They are obliged to secure per- 
mission from the Prussian minister of 
education, subject to tho individual 
wishes of the professors of tho univer- 
sity, who have a perfect right to exclude 
the women if they so desire. Tho 
faculty reserves the right to refuse to 
present to the minister of education any 
particular request for a degree. It is 
understood that tho candidate must have 
fulfilled the usual requirements before 
being granted the degree. Sho must 
havo studied three years at a German 
university, or a university adjudged by 
the faculty to bo of equal standard, the 
last year at least to be speut in Gottiu- 
gen. Sho must present an original dis- 
sertation which possesses in the judg- 
ment of the faculty scientific value and 
have this afterward printed. Sho must 
pass an oral examination in tho subject 
with which her thesis deals and in two 
related subjects. — Berlin Letter. 

Women's <' I u Minuses. 

Tho if 1,000,000 Temple of Chicago is 
in ono sense a woman's clubhouse. It is 
the headquarters uf the National Wom- 
en's Christian Temperance union, iffiOO,- 
000 of its cost having been raised by 
that body. It is a great oflico building, 
18 stories high, situated on ono of tho 
best, sites in the city. Thero is a club- 
house at Decatur, Ills. , that cost tho 
members of its woman's club about 
$10,000. The Ladies' club of Kalama- 
zoo, Mich., has built a very line home. 
New Orleans has a woman's clubhouse 
that rents its two upper doors for living 
purposes to club members at nominal 
rates. — Philadelphia Ledger.

IRISH CONFERENCE. 

Justin McCarthy Declines Kt. Hon. Mr. Plun- 
ket's Invitation— The Latter's Reply. 

London, Oot. 23 — Justin McCarthy, 
M. P., has written to the newspapers, de- 
clining to join the conference whloh Right 
Hon D. R. Plunket, Conservative M.P. 
for Dublin University, has beon trying to 
bring about between the representatives of 
the various sections of tho Irish party to dis- 
cuss measures for tho generalgoodof Ireland. 

Mr. McCarthy does not bolievo anything 
in the way of material improvement in the 
condition of Ireland cun be conferred by the 
parliament at Westminster, or by Dublin 
CaBtle, which will extinguish the national 
desire for homo rule. Therefore he could 
not take part in any movement having for 
its object the seeking of a substitute for thab 
whloh ho bolievos is Ireland's groatest need. 

In reply, the Right Hon. D. R. Plunket 
has written to JuBtin McCarthy to deny 
that hio proposal 1b inimical to the Home 
Rule cause. He says ho reereta Mr. Mo 
Carthy'a decision, but that ho intends to 
persevere in his idea and hopes for the aid 
of the other leaders and for that of Mr. 
McCarthy later.
